Report of the Board of Education. 


NotrincuaM, N. H., Feb. 15, 1899. 


The School Board wishes to offer a few words of explanation of 
the manner in which the money for the repair of school buildings 
has been expended. Last spring we built a shed at the Lower 
Turnpike and also repaired the ceiling’ and walls in the entry and 
schoolroom where the wood and the children had damaged the 
plastering, and re-papered the walls. Then in the summer we 
painted the Square schoolhouse, it costing a considerable amount 
more by having been neglected too long. 

We have money enough on hand and intended to paint the 
Upper Turnpike this last fall as soon as school was finished, but 
the snowstorm came so soon that we were obliged to postpone it 
till this spring. The balance which the report shows will be used 
to do the work as soon as the weather permits. The rest of the 
money we have laid out in minor repairs in other places as has 
been needed. We think it would be economy for the district to 
make an appropriation this year, as the longer the outside painting 
is put off the more it will cost.
